U.S. Must Give Cash to Korea, Acheson Says, 
To Offset Russian Block Against Unity 
Ithaca Man Is Appointed Principal

Milwaukee, Wis., March 24 IA») 
—A back to work vote which in 
effect was a declared truce in one 
of the bloodiest strikes in recent 
labor history today started to 
bring C.l.O. United Automobile 
Workers back to jobs they left 
329 days ago at the Allis-Chalmers 
Manufacturing Company. 
Members of Local 248 who filed 
into the 155-acre plant today began 
receiving an 18 % cent per hour 
w age increase which nonstrikers 
had been getting since last Aug­ 
ust. 
By company estimate the 
strike cost $85,000,000 in lost pro­ 
duction and w ages. 
The strikers returned without a 
contract. Only 1,500, by union 
count, voted in yesterday’s ballot­ 
ing and union spokesmen said 
members favored returning by 3 
to 1.When the strike started last 
April 30 the union claimed 11,000 
members. An independent union, 
formed while the strike was in 
progress, however, mustered more 
than 4,000 votes at a Jan. 26 bar­ 
gaining election. 
Still unsettled were union de­ 
mands for a 25-cent hourly wage 
hike, union shop and union control 
of grievance procedure. 
The vote was followed by war­ 
like statements in which both the 
company and union declared they 
would “continue the fight.” 
Will Carry on Fight 
Robert Buse, union president, 
said “our fight must now be car­ 
ried on inside the plant.” 
He 
called the company “arrogant and 
despicable” and saick the union 
would “never surrender.” 
Company President W alter Geist, 
in a letter to employes, said it had 
been a long, costly strike and add­ 
ed that “everyone loses in such a 
strike—particularly those union 
leaders whose aim it has long been 
to destroy friendly relationships 
between you and the company.” 
Geist said "Wc will continue to 
fight with all our strength against 
those who try to undermine rela­ 
tions between» you and the com­ 
pany.” 
W. C. Van Cleaf. company di­ 
rector of industrial relations, said 
today that less than 100 employes 
“whose employment status is in 
doubt because of their disruptive 
acts.” had been notified by tele­ 
graph not to report for work. The 
telegrams said “in the near future 
you will be advised of your em­ 
ployment status by letter after 
your case has been carefully con­ 
sidered on its merits.” 
Direct to Old Jobs 
Van Cleaf said returning strik­ 
ers would go direct to their old 
jobs, since no employes have been 
hired in the production unit since 
last April. All departments have 
been operating with whatever 
members of usual crews were 
available. 
Local 248 faced continued trou­ 
bles from several sources. 
Three of its top officers—Presi­ 
dent Robert Buse, Honorary Presi­ 
dent Harold Christoffel * and Vice 
President Joseph Bom beck—have 
been discharged by the company. 
In addition, a House labor\sub- 
committee has completed an inves­ 
tigation into charges that Buse 
and Christoffel committed perjury 
in testifying before the full com­ 
mittee that they were not Commu­ 
nists. 
Local 248 also is confronted with 
a possibility of losing its bargain­ 
ing rights. The C.l.O. union won 
two-vote majority in Jan. 26 elec­ 
tion but 11 ballots were challenged 
and a temporary injunction pre­ 
venting the Wisconsin Employ­ 
ment Relations Board from count­ 
ing them was issued. 
In Circuit 
Court Saturday, 
Judge August E. Braun denied the 
Local s motion that the temporary 
restraining order be made perma­ 
nent.If contested ballots are found to 
be against the C.l.O. Local, its ma­ 
jority would be reversed. A run­ 
off election then would follow’. 
Picket line violence had in­ 
volved as many as 7,000 persons. 
Outbreaks hit a peak last Dec. 9 
when 54 persons were arrested. 20 
police and scores of others were 
injured and four automobiles fc'ere 
overturned.

Britain to Move 
‘Sincerity’ Vote 
At U.N. Meeting 


Cadogan Would Evolve 
Understanding in World 
Between * Security, 
Disarmament 


Lake Success, N. Y., March 24 
\/P)—Great Britain prepared to­ 
day to move for “test of sincer­ 
ity” in the United Nations Com­ 
mission on convention armaments 
before the new ^11-nation body 
starts work on detailed plans to 
strip down the world’s arms. 
Sir Alexander Cadogan asked 
to speak first as the commission 
convened for its opening meeting 
(3 p. m. EST) and was ready to 
plump for a strict* understanding 
of the relationship between secur­ 
ity and disarmament. 
A source close to Cadogan said 
the British delegate hoped to 
force “an early test of sincerity” 
before agreeing to launch into 
weeks and months of discussions 
on arms reduction. 
While Cadogan was not pre­ 
pared to question the moves of 
any one country, t was recalled 
that the whole broad arms slash­ 
ing proposal was tossed into the 
General Assembly in a surprise 
step last fall by Soviet Foreign 
Minister V. M. Molotov. 
This source did comment that 
Cadogan expected his speech to 
get a cool reception from Andrei 
A. Gromyko, Soviet delegate. 
The British were represented as 
being opposed to starting techni­ 
cal discussions until the basic 
principles had been laid down, 
preferably in opening meetings of 
the commission. 
In keeping with his stand, Cad­ 
ogan was ready to go along With 
the United States’ position that 
any arms cutting program must 
be accompanied by air tight pro­ 
visions for safeguards and in- 
pections. 
This provision was expected to 
run into the same Russian ob­ 
jections which have slowed down

Post July 1, 
Board Says 


Frank Bugar of Ithaca was ap­ 
pointed principal of the New Paltz 
Central High School at a special 
meeting of the Board of Educa­ 
tion held Friday evening when ap­ 
plications of several candidates 
were reviewed. On Saturday Mr 
Bugar signed a contract and will 
assume his duties in New Paltz 
July 1. 
' 
The hiring of Mr. Bugar as prin 
cipal brings to a conclusion, so far 
as the New Paltz Board of Educa 
tion is concerned, the controversy 
which has waged in the village for 
some time since it was announced 
that Raymond G. Cunningham 
would not be offered a contract for 
the coming year and that his ser­ 
vices as principal would be termi 
nated with the end of the present 
school year. 
Last February it was announced 
that Mr. Cunningham would not 
be hired again and that in accord 
ance with a notice given him a 
year ago, this school year would 
be his last as principal of the cen­ 
tral high school. 
When it became known in the 
village that Principal Cunningham 
was not to be offered a contract, 
the student body of the high 
school went out on strike in pro­ 
test over the action of the Board. 
The students on February 26 left 
the school and demonstrated in the 
village until Principal Cunningham 
sought to have them return. Since 
then petitions have been circulated 
in the village seeking to have the 
Board change its stand and have 
Mr. Cunningham returned to his 
position.Served Since 1929 
Mr. Cunningham has served as 
principal of the New Paltz school 
since its erection in 1929 and was 
principal of the high school for one 
year prior, when the high school 
was a part of the New Paltz Nor­ 
mal school. 
A year ago the Board notified 
Mr. Cunningham that the school 
year 1946-47 would be his last year 
and that they did not plan to re­ 
hire him after this year.

Mountbatten Is Sworn In 
Indian Viceroy; Asks Help 


New Delhi, March 24 (A*)—Adm. 
Viscount Mountbatten was sworn 
in as India’s last viceroy today and 
promptly broke precedent by mak­ 
ing a speech from the viceregal 
throne in which he appealed for 
cooperation in finding a solution 
to India's problems “within the 
next few months.” 
The oath of office was admin­ 
istered by Sir William Patrick 
Spens, chief justice of India, after 
reading of the commission from 
King George VI. Members of the 
cabinet and about 400 guests were 
gathered in Durbar reception hall. 
Commenting that it was not 
usual for a speech to be made at 
a swearing-in ceremony, Mount­ 
batten said: 
“This is not a normal vice roy­ 
alty on which I am embarking. 
His majesty's government is re­ 
solved to transfer the power by 
June, 1948, and since new consti­ 
tutional arrangements must be 
made and many complicated ques­ 
tions of administration resolved— 
all of which will take time to put 
into effect—this means a solution 
must be reached within the next 
few months. 
“I believe that every political 
leader in India feels as I do the 


urgency of the task before us. I 
hope soon to be in close consulta­ 
tion with them and I will give 
them all the help I can. 
“Meanwhile,” he continued, “ev­ 
ery one must do what he can to 
avoid any word or action which 
might lead to further bitterness 
or add to the toll of innocent vic­ 
tims. 
“I know,” Mountbatten said, 
“how very many there are who 
are determined to work to that 
end, and I shall do everything I 
can to support them. * * * I am 
under no illusion about the diffi­ 
culty of my task. I shall need the 
greatest good will possible and I 
am asking India today for that 
good will.” 
Meanwhile renewed outbreaks 
betwen old Delhi’s religious com­ 
munities resulted today in the im­ 
position of a week-long 6 p. m. to 
7 a. m. curfew pre-publication cen­ 
sorship of news about communal 
disturbances in Delhi province and 
renewed patrolling by the police 
and military. 
Five persons were officially re­ 
ported injured in stabbings and 
stone throwings following yester­ 
day’s Sikh-Moslem clashes on Pak­ 
istan Day, in which two persons 
were killed and a number injured.

Washington, March 24 GP> — 
Congress took today to President 
Truman’s order for a purge of dis­ 
loyal Federal employes like a duck 
takes to water. 
While there was widespread 
comment on Capitol Hill that the 
order should have been issued long 
ago, Congressional leaders lost no 
time in laying the foundation for 
whatever new legal backing may 
be necessary. 
Rep. Rees (R-Kas), chairman of 
the House Civil Service Committee 
which has jurisdiction over gov­ 
ernment employes, said he would 
call the group into session quickly 
to determine whether legislation is 
needed to put teeth into the order. 
Terming the President’s week­ 
end action “good as far as it goes,” 
Rees said in a statement that it 
fails, however, to place firing re­ 
sponsibility directly on depart­ 
mental and agency heads. 
In directing the dismissal of all 
federal employes whenever “rea­ 
sonable ground” exists to doubt 
their loyalty, Mr. Truman ordered 
the names of all workers to be 
checked against F.B.I. records. 
He also ordered a “master in­ 
dex” of all persons whose loyalty 
has bean investigated since Sep­ 
tember 1, 1939, and called for the 
compilation of a single list of all 
subversive organizations. 
And he specified that any 
employe affiliated with or in “sym­ 
pathetic association” with any 
Totalitarian, Fascist, Communist 
or subversive group is to be ban­ 
ned from Federal payroll. 
Vindication Is Seen 
Members of the House Appro­ 
priations committee and the com­ 
mittee on Un-American Activities 
—both of which have been spear­ 
heading the Congressional drive 
against government workers with 
questionable background — saw in 
the Presidential action a vindica­ 
tion of their position. 
A White House official said the 
order will not result in a “witch 
hunt” and added: 
“I can’t imagine that any great 
number of firings will result.” 
Mr. Truman’s action was based 
on a report from a six-member 
“temporary commission on em­ 
ploye loyalty” headed by A. 
Devitt Vanech, assistant attorney 
general. 
The Presidential order did not 
go as far, however, as the commis­ 
sion had urged. 
In addition to its recommenda­ 
tions which were accepted, the 
group had urged that the Atomic 
Energy Commission and the Sec­ 
retaries of State, W ar and Navy 
be authorized to remove any work­ 
er summarily, without the need to 
prove him disloyal. 
A step-by-step appeal procedure 
is set up in the Presidential order 
whereby employes can fight any 
charges against them. 
Van Slyke Plant 
Is Still Operating 
Unofficial reports that the G. 
W. Van Slyke & Horton Inc., ci­ 
gar factory, 25 Dederick street, was 
planning to shut down were with­ 
out verification today. The man­ 
agement said, however, a produc­ 
tion curtailment was expected, 
but indicated that part of the plant 
may remain in operation. % 
Following earlier reports that 
the factory was to close, the man­ 
agement said that some employes 
had been laid off and that the fac­ 
tory would transfer a large share 
of its office work to Philadelphia. 
The management indicated this 
morning that a night shift, which 
has been working for some time, 
would be discontinued, and that 
further curtailment among day 
workers might follow. The man­ 
agement implied that further de­ 
cisions were to be made as to fu­ 
ture operations at the plant.

New County 
Tax Statute 


Controversial 
Measure 
Becomes Law; Dewey 
Stresses ‘Permissive'’ 
Nature 
Can Be Recalled 
Legislation Can End 
if So Voted by State 
Lawmakers 


Albany, N. Y., March 24 UP)— 
Governor Dewey today signed 
into law his controversial pro­ 
gram empowering counties and 
larger cities to impose broad, new 
local taxes, including a two per 
cent retail sales levy and an auto­ 
mobile ownership tax. 
He called it a “new approach 
to financial responsibility in gov­ 
ernment.” 
Dewey emphasized the “per­ 
missive” nature oí the program, 
designed to produce a maxium 
$111,000,000 annually if necessary 
to meet increased government and 
educational costs. 
The taxes may be levied be­ 
ginning July 1. 
Revenue 
from 
six 
optional 
county taxes will be restricted to 
educational expenditures. Money 
raised from two levies allowed 
cities of 100,000 or more and a 
special program for New York 
city can be used for general fund 
purposes, including education. 
“No taxes a^e popular or easy 
to impose.” The Governor assert­ 
ed. “The cost of education and 
the cost of all services of local 
government have steadily in­ 
creased to meet the genuine needs 
of a progressive society. These 
costs can be met only by taxes 
from the pockets of the people.” 
The enabling legislation will re­ 
main effective until repealed by 
the legislature. 
Dewey said the program “rec­ 
ognizes that taxes on real estate 
are no longer sufficient as the 
principal source of revenue for 
local government.” 
The Governor previously had 
estimated that the six county 
taxes would produce a maximum 
annual revenue of $84,100,000— 
if all counties levied all taxes; the 
two imposts authorized larger 
cities, $2,600,000, and the New 
York city levies, $24,300,000. 
No county expected to levy all 
the taxes, however, he added. 
The county tax revenues would 
be shared by all school districts 
—city and non-city—on the basis 
of pupils’ average daily attend­ 
ance. 
County Taxes 
The county taxes: 
1.—Not more than two per 
cent on retail sales of personal 
property other than food products 
and other specified items. 
2.—Not more than $5 annually 
on a passenger automobile and not 
more than $10 on a commercial 
vehicle, except trucks used ex­ 
clusively for farming. 
3.—Not more than three per 
cent on restaurant meals and 
drinks over $1. 
4.—Not more than 5 per cent of 
the state license fee on alcoholic 
beverage control retail licenses. 
5.—Not more than five per cent 
on admissions to amusements. 
6.—Not more than $10 annually 
on vending machines. 
Cities of 100,000 or more may 
employ any of the taxes not levied 
by the county and in addition may 
levy these: 
1.—Not more than one-tenth of 
one per cent as a general license 
tax on business. Trades and pro­ 
fessions. 
2.—Not more than five per cent 
on occupancy of hotel rooms rent­ 
ing at $2 daily or more. 
New York city may levy addi­ 
tional taxes on retail liquor li­ 
censes, admission to amusements 
and passenger and commercial mo­ 
tor vehicles. The city now im­ 
poses some of these taxes and the 
new power is restricted so the to­ 
tal rates may not exceed those au­ 
thorized the counties.

Would Cut Allied Forces 
With Only Enough 
for Security 


Moscow, March 24 CA») — An 
authoritative source disclosed to­ 
night that Secretary Marshall had 
proposed that the council of 
foreign ministers in effect order a 
reduction of Allied occupation 
forces in Germany to the mini­ 
mum necessary to carry out Allied 
policies and protect security. 
The proposal was made in a 
paper circulated among V. M. 
Molotov, Ernest Bevin and Georges 
Bidault, the Russian, British and 
French foreign ministers, it was 
learned. 
Under the proposal, the Allied 
Control Council for Germany 
would be directed to report by 
next June 1 what forces it con­ 
sidered necessary for each of the 
four zones on July 1 and give a 
similar estimate for July 1, 1948. 
The paper on occupation forces 
was one of three passed around by 
the American delegation »to the 
other foreign ministers. 
The other papers covered pro­ 
posals for German democratization 
and on compensation for Allied 
nationals whose property had been 
removed from Germany for repa­ 
rations or war booty. 
In the occupation paper, M ar­ 
shall asked the Council of Foreign 
Ministers—which was in recess to­ 
day—to declare that a reduction 
of forces and occupation costs is 
necessary to make the German 
economy self-supporting as soon as 
possible, and to help expedite Ger­ 
man production for export.

Dewey Favors Truman Plan 
To Assist Greece and Turkey 


Albany, N. Y., March 24 UP)— 
President Truman has the support 
of Governor Dewey of New York 
for his proposal to aid Greece in 
halting the spread of Communism 
in Europe. 
Dewey. 1944 Republican Presi- 
dental candidate and a potential 
1948 nominee, announced his en­ 
dorsement in a week-end procla­ 
mation designating tomorrow as 
“Greek W ar Relief Day.” 
In another proclamation, setting 
aside the week of April 7-12 as 
Army Week, Dewey stressed the 
need of maintaining what he 
termed “a well-trained, well pre­ 
pared military establishment.” 
He said the United States must 
be “strong and ready” until the 
United Nations could "effectively 
preserve the peace of the world.” 
While Dewey did not specific­ 
ally mention Communism or the 
amount of proposed financial aid 
to Greece, he declared American 
help was “necessary” to assist the 
Greeks in “resisting the forces of 
armed and ideological aggression 
* * * endeavoring to create chaos 
and disruption among them.” 
President Truman has proposed 
that $400,000,000 in aid be given 
f 


Greece and Turkey. 
Dewey’s statement failed to 
mention Turkey, but James C. 
Hagerty, the Governor’s executive 
assistant, said last week that the 
state”s Chief Executive had “ex­ 
pressed himself strongly to a num­ 
ber of people that we must do all 
in our power to prevent the col­ 
lapse of the free countries of 
Europe.” 
Dewey’s proclamation said: 
“At a grave hour in world 
affairs, the government of the 
United States has proposed to 
bring its great strength to the aid 
of the stricken people of Greece. 
This help is necessary in order to 
help them in their epic struggle 
to recover from the desperate 
ravages of war, meanwhile resist­ 
ing the forces of armed and ideo­ 
logical aggression which are, at 
this 
moment, 
endeavoring 
to 
create chaos and disruption among 
them. 
“Once again the Greek people 
are standing as a brave bulwark 
against tides of oppression which 
would engulf the world and our 
nation should and, I am sure, will 
give them the assistance with the 
full support of the American 
people.’'

Washington, March 24 <JP)—Un­ 
dersecretary of State Acheson said 
today that the United States must 
invest funds to put Southern Ko­ 
rea on a sound economic basis be­ 
cause Russia has blocked any 
agreement for a unified govern­ 
ment of that country. 
Acheson mentioned this prospect 
when testifying before the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee ia 
support of President Truman» 
plan to bulwark Greece and Tur­ 
key against Communism. 
He did not say how much the 
Korean project may cost, but said 
the war, state and -navy depart­ 
ments are considering it. 
Soviet troops occupy the north­ 
ern half of the country, which con­ 
tains most of Korea's natural re­ 
sources, Acheson said. He added 
that it would be a “struggle’’ to 
put the southern part of the coun­ 
try, now occupied by American 
troops, on its economic feet. 
“We have attempted for more 
than a year to reach an agree­ 
ment with Soviet Russia for a uni­ 
fied government of the country but 
have not been able to do so,” Ache­ 
son commented. “Failure present* 
a very serious problem.” 
He said it was “not at all clear” 
but much money would be needed 
but he promised that when the 
state, war and navy department* 
completed an estimate of the situ­ 
ation, congress will be asked to 
pass on any expenditures to be 
made.

Albany, N. Y., March 24 MP)— 


President Truman has the support 
of Governor Dewey of .New York 
for his proposal to aid Greece in 
halting the spread of Communism 
in Europe. 


Dewey, 1944 Republican Presi- 
dental candidate and a potential 
1948 nominee, announced his en- 
dorsement in a week-end procla- 
mation designating tomorrow as 
"Greek War Relief Day." 


In another proclamation, setting 


aside the week of April 7-12 as 
Army Week, Dewey stressed the 
need 
of maintaining what 
he 


termed "a well-trained, well pre- 
pared military establishment." 


He said the United States must 


be "strong and ready" until the 
United Nations could "effectively 
preserve the peace of the- world."

N.L.R.B.,' C o n c i l i a t i o n 
Service Are Targets 
of Criticism

ence today as the House took up 
the $1,685,586,780 Labor Depart­ 
ment-Federal Security Agency ap­ 
propriation bill. 
With two days of debate on tap 
two amendments were in the off­ 
ing. 
One, Democratic-backed, would 
restore Conciliation Service cuts. 
The other, Republican-proposed, 
would abolish the N.L.R.B. out­ 
right. 
Neither may be voted on 
until tomorrow, however. 
Rep. Gore (D.-Tenn.), told news­ 
men the Democratic amendment 
will be offered to offset the action 
of the Republican-controlled Ap­ 
propriations Committee abolishing 
the job of director of the Concilia­ 
tion Service and approximately 
100 other top spots under the di­ 
rector. 
The committee struck at the 
Conciliation Service after criticiz­ 
ing Director Edgar L. Warren 
and asserting that “anyone whose 
background may be subject to 
question” should not be employed 
by the government. 
Warren had acknowledged dur­ 
ing committee questioning that he 
once belonged to the American 
League for Peace and Democracy 
and the Washington Bookshop, 
which the committee said are 
“Communist inspired fronts.” But 
he said he joined them “without 
any knowledge that they were 
Communist organizations” and re­ 
signed as soon as he found out. 
The identity of the Republican 
who will offer the death-to-the- 
N.L.R.B. amendment was not dis­ 
closed, but G.O.P. committee mem­ 
bers said it definitely would be 
laid before the House. 
The committee cut $3,950,300 
from the board’s $7,984,000 budget 
and said some committeemen “be­ 
lieve that the board should be 
abolished and its functions re-cre­ 
ated under new law.” 
Rep. Keefe (R.-Wis.), who head­ 
ed the subcommittee which wrote 
the bill, predicted its passage with-* 
out major change. 
Gore, who has accused Republi­ 
cans of not acting in keeping with 
their announced plans to cut the 
president’s 1947 budget by $6,000,- 
000,000, told newsmen the final re­ 
duction would amount to only 
$310,000,000 at the present rate.

This sum- 
mary listed eight agreements and 
seven disagreements on political 
clauses, seven agreements and 11 
disagreements on military clauses 
and one agreement and nine dis- 
agreements on economic clauses. 
Of the 27 disagreements 26 were 
in major points.

MEDICAL EDUCATION 
Yet another educational group in the 
country is feeling the pinch of higher opera­ 
tional costs, the need for increased teacher 
salaries.

DEAF MUTES IN BASEBALL 
When recently Carson Hoy was appointed 
county prosecutor in Cincinnati to fill a 
vacancy, it stirred memories of the older 
baseball fans. Hoy’s father, William E., was 
not merely a star center fielder in the ’90’s, 
but more remarkable, was a deaf mute. He 
played with Cincinnati and then with Louis­ 
ville, which at that time was in the National 
League. He is still living at 83, and follow­ 
ing the game keenly. The son is not a deaf 
mute, though he know*s the sign language. 
Deaf mutes would not be noticeably han­ 
dicapped in playing baseball. The informa­ 
tion they needed as to balls and strikes, the 
number out and the like, could readily be 
given by signs. And their inability to hear 
the noise of the crowd and the gibes of their 
opponents would be all to the good. Yet Hoy 
and the later Luther Taylor, a pitcher who 
curiously enough also played with Cincin­ 
nati before going to the New York GHants, 
are almost the only deaf mutes recorded in 
the big leagues.

REPUBLICANS IN CONGRESS 
Got a letter from a friend in San Francisco who 
aaks: “What's wrong with your friends in Wash­ 
ington? We will soon be calling the Republican 
Party tile Party of Promises. If you don’t get busy, 
the Show-Me-Boys will put you on the spot when 
the next election comes around.” 
The present Congress took office on January 3. 
The first few weeks of this, as of any Congress, 
are consumed in organization. Committees have to 
be appointed, staffs hired and organized, hearings 
arranged for. This year that has been particularly 
difficult because of the Reorganization Act, which 
while well-intentioned, functions crudely. Actually, 
instead of having fewer committees, Congress has 
more committees and subcommittees and the Act 
has proved to be a stumbling block to efficiency of 
operation. Like so many reforms, it defeats its own 
purpose. 
This year certain particularly important matters 
are before Congress about which honest men sin­ 
cerely differ. To mention a few: 
1. The Lilienthal appointment consumed time 
and will consume more time before it is finished 
and rightly so because this involves more than a 
man and partisanship for or against a man. It is 
a question of the future economic structure of the 
United States. 
2. Labor legislation is not merely a m atter of 
J 
iassing any kind of a law. It is necessary to pass 
ust legislation, beneficial not to one group but to 
the nation as a whole. A large number of bills have 
been introduced, some of importance, some trivial. 
Senators Ball and Ferguson have done unusually 
important work in this field and the hearings under 
Senator Taft and Representative Hartely have been 
particularly nobble in 
their direction 
toward 
factual data. 
The New Deal created the doctrine of “must” 
legislation, reducing Congress to a rubber-stamp. 
This Congress is making a valid effort to return 
Congress 
to representative 
government, 
which 
means investigation, discussion and debate. The 
New Deal made a fetish of timing. Everything was 
staged as though Billy Rose were putting on a cir­ 
cus. The people were softened up. Then the Presi­ 
dent hit the microphone and he was followed by a 
cacophony of trained seals on the air and in the 
newspapers. At that point Congress fell all over 
itself to pass what the President wanted without 
deliberation, thought or conviction. Out of it came 
some badly worded legislation vague in the trans­ 
fer of powers from Congress to the Executive, set­ 
ting up a huge and costly bureaucracy with indefi­ 
nite authority and confused responsibility. 
This present Congress chooses to read, to delib­ 
erate, to differ and to consider. Sometimes, par­ 
ticularly among the juniors, they fuss a bit too 
much and decline to accept advice and guidance. 
But from the long-range view that is preferable to 
helter-skelter "Ja” voting. 
3. Taxes, budget balancing and other fiscal mat­ 
ters involve much more study than is generally 
assumed. Have you ever read the Budget of the 
United States? I have before me the budget for the 
year ending June 30, 1947. The budget itself takes 
808 pages, excluding the President s 
message, 
which runs to 72 pages. That is followed by sum­ 
mary and Supporting Tables which run to 89 pages, 
making, with a preface, a total of 974 pages. 
The Budget is always loaded. The departments 
of government figure on being cut, so they raise 
the ante. This year the people expect a cut in taxes. 
Generally, it is estimated that an average 20 per­ 
cent cut will meet the essential expenditures of 
government. But is that cut to be made across the 
board or is it to be averaged out? Men sincerely 
differ both as to facts and methods and it all needs 
to be studied and considered. It makes no sense to 
rush the job. Most budgets are passed pretty late 
in the session. 
The fact is that after 14 years of Presidential 
government, during which the powers of Congress 
were curtailed, the country has become unaccus­ 
tomed to the more deliberate processes of Congres­ 
sional government. It is true that Congressional 
government is slower than the fiat of one man, but 
the despotism of Hitler and Stalin has been in­ 
finitely swifter than anything the New Deal pro­ 
duced. Is that what we want for speed?

ULCERATED COLITIS 


One résult of being continuously upset is an ir­ 
ritation and sometimes an actual inflammation of 
the tube, alimentary canal, Uaat carries the food 
from the mouth to stomach, then to small intestine 
and finally to large intestine from which it leaves 
the body as waste matter. And just as you can have 
an irritation, inflammation and ulcers of the stom­ 
ach so can you have an irritation, inflammation and 
even ulcer or ulcers of the large bowel. The treat­ 
ment for ulcers of the bowel, ulcerated colitis (colon 
in large bowel), is to try to avoid emotional dis­ 
turbances and use soft and liquid foods, which is 
the same treatment as for ulcer of the stomach. 
While a great many nervous and emotional indi­ 
viduals suffer with the mild or catarrhal form of 
colitis — mucous colitis, spastic colitis — which is 
really a diarrhoea, fortunately there are not so 
many who suffer with the ulcer or ulcerated colitis, 
because it is a painful ailment slow and difficult to 
heal. So serious is this condition that in many cases 
it is necessary to remove a part of the ulcerated 
bowel 4o give the patient'some relief. 
I have spoken before of how the new drugs — 
sulfa and penicillin — have helped many cases of 
ulcerated colitis, making surgery unnecessary; but 
there are some cases in which the sulfa drugs and 
penicillin are not effective. 
What has proved effective in some cases not 
helped by other methods, is what is known as the 
continuous drip method as reported by Dr. J. Nasio 
in the American Journal of Digestive Diseases. Dr. 
Nasio uses a preparation similar in mechanical 
properties to the secretion or juice manufactured in 
the intestine itself. He attaches a latex tube to a 
continuous drip apparatus and puts it in the nose 
and lets it go as far as ¿he upper part of the stom­ 
ach. A 1 to 2, or 1 to 3 suspension of kaolin (a 
form of clay) in alumena gel with liquid petrola­ 
tum 500 g.m., to which is added bismuth subgallate 
50 gm.t is placed in the drip apparatus. Seven hun­ 
dred gm. of the mixture is administered in twenty- 
four hours. The drip is permitted to flow at the rate 
of 10 drops per minute the first clay, later increased 
to 20 drops per minute for periods of 15 days. After 
a month’s rest, it is repeated if necessary.

Tucson, Ariz., March 23—Paul 
Mallon, my colleague in the trade

Anyway, the things we mean by 
“Communism” and “Communist,” 
while 'they do suggest Russia, are 
more serious than mere liking for 
Russia and the Russian people. 
Many exiles from old Russia, still 
have an affection for their old, 
homeland and for the people and 
most Americans either like the 
Russian people or bear them no 
grudge but think of them as 
slaves who merely changed one 
set of masters for another in 1917 
and never have known freedom. 
An American who wants peace 
with Russia certainly is not neces­ 
sarily a Communist and a lot of 
us were pretty sore when Henry 


Wallace, on leaving the cabinet, 
put out the inference that those 
who disagreed with him on Rus­ 
sia wanted war while he was dedi­ 
cated to a great, almost single- 
handed fight for peace. 
I agree that the term “Com­ 
munist” is a misfit for many of 
the Americans who, nevertheless, 
are not merely pro-Russian and 
would appease, if they do not ac­ 
tually admire, Stalin and his small 
group of bosses. Some of these 
Americans are very rich men who 
love a dollar but their names are 
found on many of those phoney 
committees which the Communists 
get up. I think one element among 
like Stalin and company, in spite 
of their ferocities to the Russian 
people and their brutal practice of 
slavery, because they have a mis­ 
taken belief that Lenin and Trot­ 
sky, who set up the present des­ 
potism, liberated the Jews in Rus­ 
sia. That simply isn’t so because 
Kerensky’s revolution did it and 
would have progressed to great re­ 
forms but for the arrival of the 
exiles who wouldn’t be content 
with 
anything 
less 
than 
the 
slaughter of all the more intelli­ 
gent and valuable Russians who 
couldn’t get away. But, if Lenin 
and Trotsky could be given credit 
for this, then the German govern­ 
ment of the Kaiser would deserve 
primary credit for the removal of 
the degrading restrictions and dis- 


Since returning to Washington 
on January 1, this year, we have 
been extremely busy, with the re­ 
organization of the Congress, and 
with all that involved. 
This so- 
called “streamlining” was accom­ 
plished with a minimum of dis­ 
satisfaction, and work has been 
going along very smoothly, as far 
as the House is concerned, and 
many minor hills have been passed. 
I realize that the public, gen­ 
erally, has complained that very 
little has been accomplished. 
It 
is true that to 
date 
the 
three 
major problems reduction of fed­ 
eral spending; taxation; and labor 
legislation -have not 
come 
out. 
The people must give the com­ 
mittees that are 
handling 
this 
legislation sufficient time to hold 
hearings and take testimony on 
these 
matters. 
If 
these 
com­ 
mittees brought 
out 
legislation 
without proper study, they would 
later be severely criticized. I be­ 
lieve these men are justified by 
giving every qualified interested 
party the opportunity of being 
heard, and please remember, we 
cannot expect the impossible. The 
Republicans should not be expect­ 
ed to correct all the irregularities, 
brought on the country during 14 
years of New Deal leadership, in 
a couple of months. 
I regret my time has not per­ 
mitted my writing a news letter 
before this year. The great amount 
of mail I have received since re­ 
turning leads me to believe that 
my constituents keep extremely 
well posted on national matters 
through the press and the radio. 
The reaction coming in following 
the President’s last message, ask­ 
ing aid for 
both 
Turkey 
and 
Greece, leads me to write this let­ 
ter and I am really seeking more 
comments from my constituents. I 
believe this 
appeal, 
which 
the 
President made in person before 
a joint meeting of both Houses of 
the Congress, is the most import­ 
ant and far reaching problem of 
recent years, possibly in all our 
history. 
Mr. Truman 
requested 
Congress to authorize the expendi­ 
ture of $400,000,00 in aid to needy 
governments. It does not stop at 
that however. 
This is also a re*- 
quest to authorize 
a 
new 
and 
drastic step in our foreign policy. 
Eventually it means our sending 
troops and armament to Europe to 
defend Greece and Turkey against 
infiltration and domination. Once 
embarked 
upon 
such 
a policy, 
where does it end? 
We must re­ 
member that other countries will 
seek the same aid. 
We are led to believe that the 
United Nations is too weak at 
present to function in this capacity 
and since we cannot trust Russia, 
the world bank and stabilization 
fund cannot solve the problem. Re­ 
gardless of all previous agree­ 
ments, 
negotiations 
and confer­ 
ences, we must take a stand, and 
resort to 
power 
and 
force 
if 
necessary. 
The situation in Greece is not 
new. When I visited that country 
in 1945, our group saw the suf­ 
fering these poor people were ob­ 
liged to take because of the rav­ 
ages of war. Already we 
have 
Riven Greece vast sums of finan­ 


cial aid and most certainly this 
$250,000,000 allotted 
to 
Greece 
will not solve the question. 
I believe the decision as to how 
to*’ vote on this proposition is the 
most difficult one we have *been 
called on to make. I 
personally 
believe these people are worthy 
and deserving. I like to feel that 
we, as the leading democracy in 
the world, should complete 
our 
job of 
winning 
the 
war 
and 
abolish fear and 
want 
for 
all 
peoples. Unfortunately there are 
two types of government striving 
for 
supremacy—our 
type, 
the 
democratic system, and the Com- 
muistic totalitarian type. If we 
only knew we could go every step 
of the way and still maintain our 
own. strength, the decision would 
be easy to make. It is because of 
the enormity of the 
possibility 
that this intervention 
in Euro­ 
pean problems will become world 
wide, that I firmly believe Con­ 
gress and the American citizens 
must give full and complete con­ 
sideration before deciding. 
We 
shall probably give this aid but 
let us give it with our eyes open 
and this 
time 
take 
complete 
charge and know how our aid is 
distributed and who gets it. The 
powers that 
be 
certainly 
owe 
members of Congress and the pub­ 
lic some very important and most 
essential information 
before 
a 
vote is taken. Only today’s paper 
brings to light a section in 
the 
Yalta Agreement, which Mr. Mol­ 
otov disclosed, never before made 
public. It is time a complete rev­ 
elation is made of these agree­ 
ments so we know 
where 
we 
stand. 
Farmers, please 
take 
notice. 
Greece needs seven million bushels 
of wheat. That is about 20 ship­ 
loads. Mr. Hoover suggested 100 
million bushels of wheat to feed 
Europe’s 
starving. 
Normally

Elections have been held in 
Poland and the Balkans, resulting 
in the return of Communist dom­ 
inated governments, and in the 
cases of Poland, Bulgaria and Ro­ 
mania, the United States and Brit­ 
ain protested hotly

was no free vote. 
Widespread liquidation of people 
listed as hostile to Communism 
has been reported in the various 
countries. All these states are un­

time pay at straight rates beyond 
40 hours a week under a bill signed 
into law by Governor Dewey.

REPUBLICANS IN CONGRESS 


Got a letter from a friend in San Francisco who 


asks: "What's wrong with your friends in Wash- 
ington? We will soon be calling the Republican 
Party tHe Party of Promises. If you don't get busy, 
the Show-Me-Boys will put you on the spot when 
the next election comes around." 


The present Congress took office on January 3. 


The first few weeks of this, as of any Congress, 
are consumed in organization. Committees have to 
be appointed, staffs hired and organized, hearings 
arranged for. This year that has been particularly 
difficult because of the Reorganization Act, which 
while well-intentioned, functions crudely. Actually, 
instead of having fewer committees, Congress has 
more committees and subcommittees and the Act 
has proved to be a stumbling block to efficiency of 
operation. Like so many reforms, it defeats its own 
purpose. 


This year certain particularly important matters 


are before Congress about which honest men sin- 
cerely differ. To mention a few: 


1. The Lilienthal appointment consumed time 


and will consume more time before it is finished 
and rightly so because this involves more than a 
man and partisanship for or against a man. It is 
a question of the future economic structure of the 
United States. 


2. Labor legislation is not merely a matter of 


! passing any kind of a law. It is necessary to pass 
just legislation, beneficial not to one group but to 
the nation as « whole. A large number of bills have 


, been introduced, some of importance, some trivial. 


Senators Ball and Ferguson have done unusually 
Important work in this field and the hearings under 
Senator Taft and Representative Hartely huvc been 
particularly notable in their direction toward

I New Deal made a fetish of timing. Everything was 
staged as though Billy Rose were putting on a cir- 
cus. The people were softened up. Then the Presi- 
dent hit the microphone and he was followed by a 
cacophony of trained seals on the air and in the 
newspapers. At that point Congress fell all over 
itself to pass what .the President wanted without 
deliberation, thought or conviction. Out of it came 
some badly worded legislation vague in the trans- 
fer of powers from Congress to the Executive, set- 
ting up a huge and costly bureaucracy with indefi- 
nite authority and confused responsibility. 


This present Congress chooses to read, to delib- 


erate, to differ and to consider. Sometimes, par- 
ticularly among the juniors, they fuss a bit too 
much and decline to accept advice and guidance. 
But from the long-range view that is preferable to 
helter-skelter "Ja" voting. 
3. Taxes, budget balancing and other fiscal mat- 
ters involve much more study than is generally 
assumed. Have you ever read the Budget of the 
United States ? I have before me the budget for the 
year ending June 30, 1947. The budget itself takes 
808 pages, excluding the President's 
message, 


which runs to 72 pages, That is followed by sum- 
mary and Supporting Tables which run to 89 pages, 
making1, with a preface, a total of 974 pages. 


The Budget is always loaded. The departments 


of government figure on being cut, so they raise 
the ante. This year the people expect a cut in taxes. 
Generally, it is estimated that an average 20 per- 
oent cut will meet the essential expenditures o£ 
government. But is that cut to l)e made across the 
Iward or is it to be averaged out? Men sincerely 
differ both as to facts and methods and it.all needs 
10 be studied and considered. It makes no sense to 
rush the job. Most budgets arc; passed pretty late 
in the session. 


The fact is that after 14 years of Presidential 


government, during which the powers of Congress 
were curtailed, the country has become unaccus- 
tomed to the more deliberate processes of Congres- 
sional government. It is true that Congressional 
government is slower than the fiat of one man, but 
the despotism of Hitler and Stalin has been in- 
finitely swifter than anything the New Deal pro- 
duced. Is thut what we want for speed?

ULCERATED COLITIS 


DEAF MUTES IN BASEBALL 


When recently Carson Hoy was appointed 


county prosecutor in Cincinnati to fill a 
vacancy, It stirred memories of the older 
baseball fans. Hoy's father, William E., was 
not merely a star center fielder in the '90's, 
but more remarkable, was a deaf mute. He 
played wifh Cincinnati and then with Louis- 
ville, which at that time was in the National 
League. He Is still living at 83, and follow-. 
Ing the game 'keenly. The son is not a deaf 
mute, though he knows the sign language. 


Deaf mutes would not be noticeably han- 


dicapped in playing baseball. The informa- 
tion they needed as to balls and strikes, the 
number out and the like, could readily be 
given by signs. And their inability to hear 
the noise of the crowd and the gibes of their 
opponents would be all to the good. Yet Hoy 
and the later Luther Taylor, a pitcher who 
curiously enough also played with Cincin- 
nati before going to the New York Giants, 
are almost the only deaf mutes recorded in 
the bit; leagues.

viduals suffer with the mild or catarrhal form of 
colitis — mucous colitis, spastic colitis — which is 
reiilly a diarrhoea; fortunately there are not so 
many who suffer with the ulcer or ulcerated colitis, 
because it is a painful ailment slow and difficult to 
honl. So serious is this condition that in many cases 
it is necessary to remove a part of the ulcerated 
bo\vel -to give the patient'some relief. 
I have spoken before of how the new drugs — 


sull'a and penicillin — have helped many cases of 
ulcerated colitis, making surgery unnecessary; but 
there are some cases in which the sulfa drugs and 
penicillin are- not effective. 


What has proved effective in some cases not 


helped by other methods, is what is known as the 
continuous drip method as reported by Dr. J. Nasio 
in the American Journal of Digestive Diseases. Dr. 
NasUo uses a preparation similar in mechanical 
projicrties to the secretion or juice manufactured in 
the intestine itself. He attaches n l.ntex tube to a 
continuous drip apparatus and puts it in the nose 
and lets it go as far as .the upper part of l.hn stom- 
ach. A 1 to 2, or 1 to 3 suspension of kaolin (a 
form of clay) in alumena gel with liquid petrola- 
tum 500 g.m., to which is added bismuth subgallate 
50 pm., is placed in the drip apparatus. Seven hun- 
dred gm. of the mixture is administered in twenty- 
four hours. The drip is permitted to (low at the rate 
of 10 drops per minute the first di\y, later incrensed 
to 20 drops per minute for periods of 15 days. After 
a month's rest, it is repeated if necessary.

of post-season activities swings 
into their closing week. 
Oklahoma and Holy Cross take 
over the Garden floor tomorrow 
night to battle it out for the 
National Collegiate A.A. title and 
there arc reports that the win­ 
ner will be matched with the 
N.I.T. champ on Thursday night 
for the benefit of the American 
Olympic Basketball Committee.
